CORRIGAN: And I do have information just -- 
or, yes, I do think it's appropriate. 
But my understanding is that my client attended 


Cypress during the Spring of 2015. And yesterday the agent

also -- not the agent -- Ms. Mendoza testified about, at 
least, the -- what do you call it -- the Pell Grant moneys. 


And two of the items listed were for Cypress. 


THE COURT: Okay. 

MS. HEINZ: Yes, I believe that's true. I think 
that there -- I believe one or more of the defendants may 
have also attended Fullerton College.

A. Yes, I do. 
O. Describe where he is in the photo? 
A. Al-Tamimi is on the far right of the screen, with his 


hand pointing up in the air, with a lengthy beard. 
O. I've just drawn a circle around, I think, where you've 
described on the screen. Is that correct? -- although it 
looks like I've included too much here. Hold on. 
(Indicates.) Have I drawn a circle around the person who 
you identified as Abu Malik al-Tamimi? 
A. Yes. That is Abu Malik al-Tamimi, also known as Anas. 
(Court reporter requests clarification for the 
record.) 
THE WITNESS: It's Anas, A-N-A-S -- 
THE COURT: Just a moment. Pronounce that for us. 
THE WITNESS: Yes, Your Honor. Anas. 
Second name al-Nashwan, spelled A-L, N-A-S-H-W-A-N 
Pronounced al-Nashwan. 


THE COURT: And you gave us the first name.

O. Special Agent Ropel, the first part of this name, which 
is Abu, A-B-U, is that sort of a naming convention of some 
kind? 

MS. CORRIGAN: Objection. Lack of foundation. 

THE COURT: Sustained. 
BY MS. HEINZ: 
Os Special Agent Ropel, how long have you been working 
counterterrorism? 
A. Fourteen years. 
Q. And in that work have you developed an understanding of 
naming conventions in Islam and in the Arabic countries? 
A. Yes. 
O. Would you please tell us what the first part of that 


name Abu, A-B-U, means? 
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A. Yes. In Arabic it means "father of." It's also known

What is Government's Exhibit 1012? 


A. Government's Exhibit 1012 is a CD containing audio 


recording of an excerpt of the interview of Defendant Badawi 
on May 21, 2015. (Verbatim.) 

O. And what is Government's Exhibit 1012-A? 

A. It is a verbatim transcript, a translation of the 


excerpt of the interview which is contained on exhibit 1012. 


Q. Have you reviewed both 1012 and 1012-A? 
A. Yes, I have. 
O. And do Government's Exhibit 1012 and 1012-A accurately 


depict a segment of the interview on May 21st, 20157 
A. Yes. 

MS. HEINZ: Your Honor, to move into evidence 
Governments Exhibits 1012 and 1012-A. 

MS. CORRIGAN: No objection. 


THE COURT: 1012 and 1012-A are received into 
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evidence. 
(Exhibit No. 1012 and 1012-A received in 
evidence.) 
MS. HEINZ: Please play. 
(Audio played.) 
(Transcript displayed.) 


BY MS. HEINZ: 


O. All right. During the interview, Defendant Badawi 


talked about Abu Malik al-Tamimi, and he told you that he 
died on the battlefield in Syria. 
Based on your knowledge; is that correct? 
A. Yes. 
O. And he told you that he was part of the Islamic State. 
Based on your knowledge; is that correct? 
A. Yes. 
Q. And he told you that he believed that he was -- that 
al-Tamimi was previously with al-Qa'ida; is that correct? 
A. Yes. 
MR. LENGYEL-LEAHU: These are all leading, 
Your Honor. 
THE COURT: Sustained. 


BY MS. HEINZ: 


O. All right. During the interview, Defendant Badawi 
talked about al-Tamimi. 


And do you know whether or not his statements that 
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al-Tamimi died on the battlefield, was part of the Islamic 
State, and previously was al-Qa'ida -- do you know, based on 


your knowledge, whether or not those statements were 


correct? 

A. Yes, they are correct. 

Q. During part of this interview, Defendant Badawi states 
that -- I'm sorry. Excuse me. 


Was Defendant Badawi, during the interview, making any 
distinction between the word "ISIS" and the word "the 
Islamic State"? 

A. No, he was not. 
O. Also during the interview did another FBI agent ask 


Defendant Badawi whether the people in ISIS looked up to Abu 


Malik al-Tamimi as a scholar? And how did Defendant Badawi 


respond? 


A. He was asked that question. And Defendant Badawi 
replied, yes, that he was looked up to as a scholar in ISIS. 
O. Please look at what has been marked as Government's 
Exhibits 1, 1-A, 2, 2-A, and 69. 

THE COURT: So let me be certain. 

1, 1-A, and 1-2-A (sic); is that correct? 

MS. HEINZ: 1, 1-A, 2, 2-A and 69. 

THE COURT: Thank you. 

MS. HEINZ: For the record, we've previously heard 


testimony that Government's Exhibit 69 is a disc containing 
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true copies of files on Government's Exhibit 601, which is 


an iPhone that was seized from Defendant Badawi on May 21st, 
2015. 


BY MS. HEINZ: 


O. Special Agent Ropel, what are Government's Exhibits 1 
and 2? 
A. Government's Exhibit 1 -- 


THE COURT: Now I'm confused. I thought it was 
1=1=A44 
MS. HEINZ: Government's Exhibit 1 -- Just "1." 
Government's Exhibit 1 and then an "A," 1-A. And then 
Government's Exhibit 2, and then 2-A. 
THE COURT: So 1-A and 2-A? 
MS. HEINZ: I'm sorry. 
THE COURT: I'm gonna start again. It's my fault. 
I'm gonna go right back to these exhibits again. 
MS. CORRIGAN: And, Your Honor, also -- indicate 
to the Court that -- at least my records show -- that 69 has 
only been marked and not received. 
THE CLERK: That's correct. 
MS. CORRIGAN: And your clerk has indicated that 
that's correct.
